“Increased wages will have to he pajd 
this vear, fuel and all other supplies and 
materials™are higher in price than in 
many years, and cost of all other items 
making up the expense of performing 
transportation service has been greatly 
enhanced by existing condittons.”’

into an adjoining room.. As he gained 
this room the mob began battering on 
the door and demanding that it be open- 
ed. Their demands were not complied 
with and after shattering out a panel 
of the door they began pouring a con- 
tinuous stream of lead into the room.

After firing the shot which killed their 
victim the mob again demanded admit- 
tance to the house. Fambro's wife re- 
pied to the mob by stating that she 
was afraid to open the door. She was 
then informed that unless she forced her 
husband from the house they would fire 
the building and» burn him out, declaring 
they intended her no harm, but that 
tne: were going to Kill her husband. 

Mr. Thurman heard the firing and 
hastily dressed and approached within 
about fifty yards of the maddened 
crowd and commanded them to leave, but 
no .attention was paid to him. Mra. 
Thurman eame out in her front yard, 
hearing the negro woman pleading 
with the crowd, told her to not let them 
in, as help would soon reach her. 

This evidently frightened the mob. for 
they immediately left after firing one 
Mrs. Thurman. <As_ they re- 
{treated into the woods they continued 
to fire at the negro house and kept up 
the fusillade until they disappeared from 
Sight. It is said that at least three hun- 
dred shots were fired. 

The cause of the tragedy dates back 
‘oO about the first of last January, at 
Which time Fambro was driving for the 
Spalding mills. He became intoxicated 
one day and while in that state grossly 
insulted a lady and- child.

term of Spalding superior court pleaded 
guilty to the charge and was fined $40, 
Which was paid by Mr. Thurman with 
the understanding that the negro was 
to work it out.

A most 
elaborate plan was devised by Sir An- 
thony Cotton, a famous hydraulic en- 


| gineer, in 1835, the object of which 


was to extend irrigation canals to all 


_parts of India in need of an artificial 


water supply. This accomplished en- 
gineer did not realize his full expecta- 
tions, but he has left a grand monu- 
ment in India in the shape of a most. 
creditable system of irrigation’ works. 

The works projected by Sir Anthony 
Cotton are situated.in the Madras 
presidency. His great dams have re 
lieved vast sections of the arid coun- 
try from the dangers of famine and 
in not a few instances caused fertility 
and great abundance to result. Some 
of these irrigation plants have proven 
very profitable as an investment, one 
of fhem yielding as high as 31 per 
cent. Another plant, which has made 
one of the poorest regions in India 
blossom as the rose, pays 15 per cent 
on the investment. 

The British government has expend- 
ed fully 150,v00,000 in irrigation works 
in India. The Ganges system, which 
was opened with much jubilation in 
1854 by Lord Dalhousie, then the 
governor general of the colony, at 
present contains over a_ thousand 
miles of main canals and branches 
and conve’s the precious fluid to an 
area exceeding 1,605,000 acres. There 
are several irrigation canals in India 
more than 350 miles long, and nearly 
every year witnesses a material ex- 
tension of the great works. 

The works are described as consti- 
tuting two general classes, known as 
the major and minor. The major 
works are subdivided into productive 
works, the cost of which has been 
w.iolly sustained by loan funds on the 
supposition that the revenues from 
the improvements would pay the in- 
terest, and protective werks or works 
to ward off famine, the expense of 
which is met from the famine grant. 
The minor irrigation works are those 
which are built and developed from 
the revenues of India.
